In Army History 
Mexico City Taken 


( Editor’s Note: This is one 
iii 
a 
series of articles 
featuring highlights of the 
United States Army’s 200 
years of service to this 
Nation. * 


Mexico 
City. 
Harpers 
Ferry. Korea. Anlietam. 
Fort 
Ticonderoga 
and 
Freeman's Farm are places 
which were involved in 
history during this week. 
The U.S. Army occupied 
Mexico City on Sept. 14,1847. 
After Santa Anna evacuated 
the city. General Quitman 
marched to the Grand Plaza 
and was joined there by 
General Scott. It marked the 
end of the Mexican War. 
although the peace treaty 
was not signed until five 
months later 
On Sept. 15, 1862, General 
Stonewall Jackson captured 
H a r p e r s 
F e r r y — a 
significant victory for the 
South during the Civil War. 
The entire garrison of 13,000 
surrendered, giving up a 
great store of equipment 
The victory helped General 
Robert E. Lee to proceed 
with his invasion of the 
North that was to culminate 
in the Battle of Antietam. 


The United States Eighth 
Army began its drive to 
break out 
of 
the 
Pusan 
perimeter during the Korean 
War on Sept 
16. 1950. The 
electrifying news that other 
forces 
under 
General 
MacArthur s command had 
landed in the rear of the 
enemy at Inchon on Sept. 15 
was a tremendous spur. The 
Highth Army steadily drove 
the opposing forces north. 


finally routing (hem 
and 
forcing them into a wild 
retreat 
lo escape 
behind 
their own border 
One of the most decisive 
battles of the Civil War was 
lought on Sept. 17, 18§2, at 
the Antietam Creek near 
Sharpsburg. General Robert 
F 
Lee’s forces faced the 
Union Army under General 
McClellan. 
Neither side 
gained a definite advantage 
on the battlefield during the 
hard fought battle- but Lee 
was forced to retreat across 
the Potomac. 
The Continental 
Army 
forces raided the British in 
the vicinity of Fort Ticon­ 
deroga on Sept 
18, 1777. 
Some 300 British soldiers 
were captured 
and 
IOO 
Patriot prisoners released. 
It was a daring raid and an 
ominous blow to General 
Burgoyne’s lines of com­ 
munication 


The Battle of Freeman’s 
Farm was fought on Sept. 19. 
1777. 
during 
the 
Revolutionary War. British
